SPAIN GIVES QUICK REPLY. 


Sends Minister Woodford His Passports 


Instantly on Receiving Ultimatum, 


Diplomatic Kelations Are Closed. Every Army 


Kegiment is in Motion. Coal Expor- 


tations to Be Stopped. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript) 


Washington, April 21.—The aotion of 


Spain foreshadowed in these dispatches 
yesterday baa been taken. No answer 
will be returned to the demands of this 
country. Instead, Minister Woodford was 
given his passports before he could pre- 
sent any note, and he leaves there to- 
night. 


Diplomatic relations 
between 
this 


country and Spain are therefore at an 
end. Senor Polo de Bernabe is well on 
his way to Canada, where he says he will 
stay through the war. ThU country has 
no official representation in Madrid, 
although one or two secretaries still re- 
main there. 


Spain's action this morning is the 


actual declaration of war on her side. 
Ours was made yesterday. Senator Cul- 
lum said this morning that there was no 
occasion for a declaration of war. "It is 
enough to state whether it is now exist- 
ing." he said, "tbe next step will be to 
call oat the" trpops." 


The text of the ultimatum sent yester- 


day was made public today, but contains 
nothing more than wa* Riven in yester- 
day's dispatches. 


The state department received a mes- 


gige from Minister Woodford this morn- 
ing, announcing that Spain had severed 
connections with the country. Secretary 
Porter immediately dispatched the news 
to tbe foreign relations committee. 


There is some discussion now over the 


formal beginning of hostilities. 
The 


President did not indicate to senators or 
congressmen at the last conference that a 
declaration of war was necessary. 
The 


leaders consider the resolution* and ulti- 
matum all that is necessary to give the 
powers notice that a state of war exists. 
Others hold a manifesto to the powers 
advising them of the situation might be 
well. 


The really important business now i* 


the preparation for the conflict which 
will begin at the latest within two or 
three day*. Every regiment of infantry, 
cavalry, artillery throughout the country 
that has been ordered South has started. 


An important bill to prohibit the ex- 


portation of coal at the President's dis- 
cretion passed the senate without divis- 
ion. 


Some members of the senate committee 


on foreign relations say a declaration of 
war is necessary a* soon as hostilities be- 
gin to fix the status of the combatants and 
to preserve neutrality regulations. 


An effort will be made to pass the vol- 


unteer bill through tne house today. The 
senate committee ha* authorized a favor- 
able report on it. A special cabinet meet- 
ing is being held this afternoon. 


We Will Not Privateer. 


It was announced today that the United 


States will not sanction privateering in 
the war.

In order to ascertain the whereabouts

As soon as they sight the 


enemy it will be their duty to return a-nd 
inferm the government of what they 
have seen, when Commodore Schley's 
force and Captain Sampson's fleet will 
be gathered to administer a crushing 
blow to the enemy. 


If the Spanish ships should" come to 


Cuban or Porto Rican waters", as now 
seems probable, they will be met by a 
fleet which will undoubtedly be amply 
able to destroy them. It Is admitted that 
these vessels may not go to Cuba or 
Porto Rico, but may make a countei 
demonstration against New York or one 
o£ the northern ports, in which event It 
would be necessary to flraw the ships^ 
away from the gulf In order to give them 
battle. 


The president now realizes fully that 


he is face to face with the inevitable, and 
those who saw him yesterday noticed 
that he seemed less careworn and anx- 
ious than for weeks. 
He is no longer 


tortured with the thought that upon 
him alone depends the issue of peace or 
war, for congress has taken from hia 
shoulders all responsibility of this kind, 
and from this moment forward he is 
called upon to carry out the people's 
will as declared by their representatives. 


He knows that Spain will not yield 


to our demands without at least a show 
of force, and he is prepared to make a 
display without delay.

When Mr. McKlnley affixed his signa-

A Can* 3Iad* Frem Wood From the Span- 


ish Wmnhip San Pedro. 


"I have in my possession," says Mr 


William W. Birth, the senior member of 
tbe Oldest Inhabitant*' association, "a 
walking stick the factory of which ia at 
the pweent tiioo very Interesting, It waa 
a part of tko bond rail of a stairway lead- 
ing to the cabin ot tha commander of the 
Spanish warship San Pedro, which was 
blown up in the Caribbean sesj off the coast 
of Vecezxtthi or Colombia tbe year before 
the termination ot the long continued and 
persistent straggles of the South Ameri- 
can states for their freedom from Spain. 


"In me, I think It was, the San Pedro 


WHS sent from the mother country with 
several hundred troops to take tbe place* 
of a similar number who bod served their 
allotted time and were to be returned to 
their homes. Thera was also on board the 
ship about $1,000,000, scot to pay off the 
troops and meet other demands. While 
tbe ship lay off the coast, transferring 
troops, a fire broke out on board and 
reached the inagatiae. How many persons 
perished I have now no means of ascertain- 
ing, but the presumption is there was a 
very great number. The money all went 
dowli with the ship and was at tbe bottom 
of tbe sea undisturbed for more than a 
quarter of a century. A wrecking; com- 
pany of Baltimore got permission of the 
South American government off whose 
coast at a known locality tbe ship lay to 
search for treasure, paying probably a per- 
centage of tbe result to Venezuela or Co- 
lombia. Tbe find was tbe recovery of some 
$95,000 or $80,000 in silver. Several years 
after this effort another attempt was made 
to recover aemethlog of value, but tbe 
motion of tbe sea bad so covered the ship 
with heavy masses of sand that only a 
small amount wa* scoured. 


"On leaving foe wreck the mahogany 
nil of the stairway was taken off to be 
made into canes. The treasure, together 
with the rail and a small brass cannon 
found on beard, was deposited In the 
Union ftank of Maryland in Baltimore. I 
had then living a lifelong friend, an officer 
of the bank, who wa* presented with one 
of tbe oane* made from the rail of the 
ship's cabin. He bad the stick mounted 
with a diver eye and silk cord and tassel 
and presented it to me. And for a num- 
ber of yean I have been and am now mine 
H.

THE INFANCY OF RAILWAYS. 


Cariosities of the Early AppllanoM—Popu- 


lar Attitude Toward Then. 


At the Workingruen'g college, Great Or- 


xnond street, a lecture was delivered by 
Mr. W. M. Acworgi on "The Infancy of 
Hallways." The lecturer mentioned that 
the queen bad been five years on the throne 
before she entered a railway train. Prac- 
tically the first railway passengers traveled 
about 70 years ago. That wag on the 
Stockton and Darlington railway, but the 
passenger carriage was then "drawn by a 
horse. The idea of a permanent way for 
haulage purposes was very old, tot those 
who bad been at tke ruins of Pompeii 
would have noticed slabs of atone on either 
side of the road and marks on them where 
the carts were sent along in order to make 
the haulage easier. Somewhat the same 
idea was taken up in England and in the 
Harz mountains some centuries ago. 
Gradually the stone had been replaced by 
iron, and about 1670 the wonderful dis- 
covery of Sir H. Bessemer in the manufac- 
ture* of steel led to the rails being jmade of 
Bteel. The introduction of the tailway in- 
to thia country was regarded, especially by 
the country landowners, as quite an inno- 
vnbiOu. j.ti6 SwrTS/crs for i«aS companies 
were often ducked in horsepondi and even 
fired at while making surveys. 


Many towns at the present day, such as 


Liohfield and Northampton, bitterly *e« 
gretted the opposition shown to railway 
enterprise in its early days; for the result 
has been that the main lines passed some 
distance away from them. The reason 
why the main line of the Great Western 
did not pase through 'Windsor was the op* 
position of the provost and fellows of Eton 
college, who refused to allow any station 
to be built on theit estate. At first the 
rich classes, who had been in the habit of 
traveling to their own coaches, would not 
mix with the common herd in a railway 
train, but uied to have ihcjr coaches put 
on railway trucks, aad so literally rode in 
their own vehicles. Even later it WM con- 
sidered quite a orir&e for people who could 
afford to travel first or second class to go 
third. On one occasion the officials on 
one line were known to hire sweeps to 
empty their Eoot bags into a third elass 
carriage which was known to be used by 
persons who could pay a highor fare. 
Since 1840, with the great development in 
railway enterprise, all this had been 
changed, and It could be practically said 
that the fares had been reduced by one- 
half and the speed doubled in th« 00 yeu*. 
—London Time*.

ODIOUS, BUT TRUE, COMPARISON. 


The Spanishjstatsemen and people are 


yery much exercised because American 
Journals and statesmen declare that the 
conduct of the Spaniards towards the 
Cubans is even more savage and cruel 
than the treatment of the Armenians by 
the Turks. 
This is an awful charge. 


Nevertheless it is true. 


The best authorities concur tbat during 


the past three years the lives of 200,000 
non-combatants, mostly women and chil- 
dren, hare been destroyed by starvation 
or other privations through the barbar- 
ous policy of Captain-General Weyler. 
The history of Attila, the dark monarch 
of the Hans, cannot show exhibitions of 
more horrible cruelty. 
The only bistor- 


i-al event to be compared to it ia the des- 
olation of tae island of Scio by the Turks 
in 1S22, where the Turks massacred 20,000 
Greeks and sold 21,000 into slavery. Tbat 
act was considered so licrnd and so aboin- 
ins.ble that for the sake of humanity all 
Europe united against Turkey, and In the 
naval battle of Navarino in 1827 England, 
France and Russia united and destroyed 
tbe Turkish power. 


In Cuba the starvation of 200,000 non- 


combatants is a still more monstrous 
crime. The world was not as enlightened 
in 1822 as it is in 1893, ana therefore the 
crime of Spain ia the greater now. As 
our President has sententiously and hu- 
manely remarked, "Spanish government 
in Cuba Is insufferable." 


Since the suspension of hostilities in 


Cuba there has been some pretty lively 
fighting by both sides. 


Deprived of coal Spain will encounter 


some frosty difficulties in the way of 
putting up a warm fight. 


It will cost tbe United States about a 


million dollars a day to prove to tbe world 
tbat it is not bluffing, but the effect will 
be worth tbe price.

The Spanish bull-fighters who are go- 


ing to war will find tbat the killing of 
Yankees is more perilous than tbe slaugh- 
ter of beeves in the arena, under tire eyes 
of tbe gay senoritas. 


Tramp, tramp, tramp, tbe uCjs are 


marching. Secretary Alger gave out the 
other day tbat more than a million of 
men bad offered tbeir services for tbe 
army. Tbe American volunteer baa been 
pressing forward wbile congress has spent 
its time in co ring to an understanding. 
All will go forward now. 


Those wbo have no idea of tbe time re- 


quired to move an army of 60,000 or 
100,000 men intimate tbat tbe whole af- 
fair is a holiday excursion, and that to 
walk aboard of a vessel and be landed 
after a short trip on Cuban soil is all 
there is to it.

The illiterates ag- 
gregate 696,328. The Spaniard! sap- 
ported by the Porto Rlcsns number not 
less than 85,000. 


Philadelphia's experience with her gas 


lighting is Instructive as well as Interest- 
ing. Under municipal control, the Phil- 
adelphia gas works deteriorated, and the 
character of the ku was very poor. The 
city leased the 7t» work* to a prlvs.lt 


corporation for a long ftpu of years, and 
now the gas supplied to consumers Is of a 
superior quality. Under the city's man- 
agement It required the services of 1200 
persons to conduct tbe gts works and the 
gas department. 
The pay roll of the 


corporation that now supplies tho city 
contains only 600 names. The chief re- 
sults of municipal ownership in this ease 
seem to hive been sinecures and poor gas. 


f'he President, as is well understood, 


•has deviated very slightly from his course 
of procedure in the Cuban matter. Tbe 
only change in bis plan worth mentioning 
is the fact that congress makes armed in- 
tervention on his part obligatory instead 
of leaving it to his belt judgment as it 
should havo done. It is positively nause- 
ating, then, to note the present spirit of 
some of those rampant Journals who 
would now have their readers think that 
they, eaoh one of them, are Individually 
responsible for his present determined 
course, that they have forced him to 
adopt, it. Those papers, seemingly too 
blind to see further than tne end of their 
noses, do not scorn to appreciate the fact 
that the President's conssrvative line of 
action has been almost exactly adhered to 
thus far in dealing with Spain.

Colonel Jake Haager is one of the most 


gallant as well as one of tbe handsomest 
men wbo ever sat in the chair of tbe chief 
of police and bossed the bobbies in blue.

EATING IN ZUNILAND. 


Cable Manners Are Accommodating 


and the Cuisine Is Varied. 


Tbe code of differential politeness in tbe 


borne as taught by the matron of the oasa 
is a very definite and exacting one. No 
matter bow hunger panged a family may 
be, it will not dine until an be present or 
tbeir absence accounted for, and as soon as 
one baa finished eating all desist. But it 
is also an unpardonable breach of etiquette 
If any one is so badly mannered as to stop 
at bis eating while any other has bis hun- 
ger still unsatlsfied- 


Tho Zuni cuisine is a varied one, and a 


dinner as placed on the floor before a fam- 
ily and its guests will sometimes number 
a dozen platos, almost any one of which is 
a puzzle to a stranger. Corn, chiles, meats 
and vegetables are the main compounding 
ingredients of most of tho dishes, and the 
results are generally satisfactory, although 
sometimes surprising to an alien. The 
greatest delicacy in all the list, according 
to native judgment, is made of stuffed 
and roasted sheens' intestines, with their 
original and half digested contents still 
remaining undrawn. A yard or more of 
the entrails of an animal, with added bits 
of suet, are wound upon a spindlelike stick 
and toasted. Tbe outside only is well 
crisped, and as tbo eater slowly unwind? 
bis bologna bobbin during tbe course of a 
long dinner he will frequently lean it be- 
fots the hearth blaze or lay it upon tbe 
embers to continue its roasting. Corn and 
.wheat breads are made in great variety, 
and the yeast for their lightness is pro- 
pared by the women, who chew samp of 
corn. After being thoroughly masticated 
the corn is mixed with fine meal and 
warm water and fermented in small ollas 
left standing near tbe fireplace, when lime 
flour and some old yeast are added. The 
sa-ko-we, as Zuni yeast is called, la an ex- 
cellent leaven, if one will but calmly stran- 
gle bis remembrance of its molared mill- 
ing. By its use meal made from blue corn 
•will be changed to green or yellow meal to 
blue during, baking.—Edward Page Gaa- 
ton in Woman's Home Companion.

Discussion of the Cuban Ques- 


tion In tbe Senate. 


OUR STATESMEN GREAT AS EVER. 


Contrary to the Accepted Theory, Our 


Pnbllo Men of Today Compare Favorably 
With Those of Louff Ago—Men Who Rank 
With Webrter—Foralcer'i Great Speech. 


WASH1NQ10N, April 31.—[Special.]—Tbe 


debate In tho senate*of tho Cuban question 
was one of tho moat impressive discussions 
I have ovor Keen iu tho upper branch of 
congress. It is n fnvorito theory of many 
people that the rncu o? gretit njen is run- 
ning out in our puhlla life and that the 
senators and roprescntnthcsi of this day do 
not compare favorably v.ith those of long 
ago In ability and eloquence. Probably 
all such critics who licurd tho Guban de- 
bate aro now inc'lnod to chanpe their 
minds, as that series of speeches brought 
to tho front not only a lush order of elo- 
quence, bat thought and patriotinin which 
evon our forefathers could not havo out- 
done. 


The presa reports published from day to 


day give but an imperfect picture of tho 
great speeches delivered on the question of 
war or peace in Cuba. Necessarily the 
daily newspapers are able to publish only 
a llttls of what each senator said. Be- 
sides, all of the spirit of the occasion is 
lost in print, and only those who were 
present and saw for themselves tbe excite- 
ment, the tension, the deep'determination 
and heard the impressive orators are able 
to realize what a groat episode we have 
passed through and how really great and 
admirable many of our public men are. 


MuMohosctis Senators. 


A peculiar phase of tbe whole matter 


was tho unexpected places in which ibis or 
that sort of a speech suddenly matte its 
appearance. One could have etpeotod a 
conservative and learned speech ttom Sen- 
ator Hoar of Massachusetts, but not such 
a peroration as that which he closed with, 
amounting, as it did, practically to an 
apotheosis of war, most beautifully, elo- 
quently, poetically done. Mr. Hoar, de- 
spite tbo common fashion of calling him 
"grandma," Is one of tbe brightest, most 
bumai and sympathetic men in public life. 
He is a master of the English language, a 
deep thinker, a keen analyst, and bis fame 
will rank with that of Webster. 
'Sfltom Massachusetts came another ora- 
tor, a yonnger man, not as conservative as 
Mr. Hoar, not as sentimental, but won- 
derfully effective in his vigorous, straight 
driving declamation. Barely has a more 
stalwart and sweeping address been made 
in the senate than that which was deliv- 
ered by Mr. Lodge. Tho young senator is 
not a natural orator. He is too much in 
earnest to pause and give theatrical effect 
to his delivery. But iu the choicest of 
English and the most perfect of phrasing 
he marched straight to his goal, like n 
young athlete in tho races that would 
neither look to the right nor tbe left nor 
Buffer any one to get ahead of him in the 
patb. 
Oddly unlike, but a credit to any 


etate in tho Union, are the two senators 
from Massachusetts. 


It Is not to Indiana and Iowa and Wis- 


consin one would naturally go for conserv- 
atism on a question BO vitally affected 
by public opinion as the Cuban question. 
Yet throughout all this crisis the powerful 
influence of Senator Allison of Iowa has 
been exerted on the Bide of peace, and BO 
has that of Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin and 
Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana. Tbe two lat- 
ter made most effective speeches in tho 
senate and had tbe courage to stand before 
a popular wave of baste and passion and 
counsel moderation. This is the sort of 
courage that tests the mettle a man ia 
made of. It is easy enough to go to war 
at the head of an enthusiastic column, 
with the fifes tooting and tbe drums beat- 
ing, but the public man who can summon 
nerve enough to brave popular opinion is 
bold and strong indeed. 


Foraker's Binalnc Speech. 


One of tbe greatest speeches of the de- 


bate was that made by Senator Foraker of 
Ohio. Tho Ohio senator is an orator. 
It 


comes as natural to him to charm and stir 
aa it does to the silver tongued senator 
from Colorado, Mr. Wolcott. Senator Por- 
aker's vigorous, ringing, burning speech 
was the sensation of tbe earlier part of tbo 
episode. He did not fear to corns out In 
tbe open, before others had taken ground, 
in favor of recognition of independence. 
He mads the fight for this recognition and 
bad the satisfaction of winning his way 
through the senate by a comfortable ma- 
jority of 14, so far as the first action was 
concerned. That amounted to a distinct 
triumph for tha senator from Ohio, who 
is rapidly forging to the front as a leader 
of thought and action in the upper branch. 


Senator Perkins of California was close- 


ly listened to by his colleagues. The far 
western senator is a pleasing public speak- 
er without being an orator, but the mem- 
bers Of tbe eenote cared less for bis art 
than for his judgment. He is well known 
as a former sailor before the mast, as a self 
made man, as one who has had experience 
in ali parts of the world and in almost ev- 
ery line of activity and whose experience 
and coo], calm Jpgio make him a pretty 
safe guide to folio1*. 


Tbe two senators from Illinois have been 


pioneers in tbe cause of free Cuba. Mr. 
Onllom, tbo senior senator, was really ono 
of tbo Tory first to champion the cause of 
tbe Island upon tbo floor of tbe senate,, 
making strong spoaoheB.two yeaiaago, be- 
fore many other persons were stirred at 
all. Of tote Mr. CD Horn has been to some 
extent eclipsed by tbo bitter, wi^ty, flam- 
bnoyant and yet weighty and instructive 
•paecbei of the jf.dlor senator from Illi- 
nois, Mr. Mason. Billy Mason, as every 
one calls him. is coming out of tbe Cuban 
affair wAh dying colors because be was 
fortunate enough to take the popular end 
winning side and to speak up for it in bis 
characteriitioally saucy and eloquent fash- 
ion, thus drawing fire npon himself and 
gaining all tbe more applause in tbo end. 


Tbe Cuban debate as a whole hag been 


thoughtful learned and able. 
It is a 


credit to tbe senate despite the unfortunate 
occurrences which grew oat of men losing 
tbeir self control. It must be remembtred 
that it was a time of great stress and 
strain, in which public men were well nigh 
worn out with tbe long suspense, and it is 
not surprising that tbe "lie" was given 
now and then and hotly resented. Tbe 
American congress, occasional outbursts 
of anger and indeooram to tbe contrary 
notwithstanding, is all right, tbe ablest 
parliament in tbe world.

Boston, April 81.—For & second time a 


verdict uf guilty Was been awarded 
against Thomas Mead Bram for the 
murder of Captain Charleil. Nash ol 
the barkentlne, Herbert Puller, on the 
hfg-h, seas, during the niffht of July 13, 
1896. The verdict thlg time, rendered by 
a jury shortly after 10 o'clock last night, 
carried with it the additional words, 
"without capital punishment," under a 
lav; enacted since the first trial. The 
verdict 
of "guilty without capital 


punishment" was somewhat of a sur- 
prise to those who had assembled in the 
courtroom when the jury was ushered 
in. 


The last day of the trial began with the 


chargre to the jury by Judge Colt. In- 
struction was given on the law of evi- 
dence, and the court added that should 
the jury requlr* it, further instruction 
would be given. The Ju/y then retired, 
and for several hours no word was re- 
ceived. Then cam^f a conference be- 
tween the court and counsel, when It wag 
decided that the recess of the court 
would continue until 10 o'clock at night, 
at which time the jurors t?juld be asked 
If they had reached a verdict. 


When the session was rtsumed a mes- 


senger who was sent to the jury room 
returned with the reply that a verdict 
had been reached. 
The Jurors were 


ushered to their places, having been out 
10 hours and 50 minutes. The defendant 
rose as his name was called by the clerk. 
He leaned forward In the dock, and did 
not for a monjent remove his gaze from 
the 12 men who were about to speak the 
word that meant so much to him. 


As he heard the verdict and knew that 


once more his hopes of freedom wera 
shattered his face was turned upward 
and his Zips moved as though In prayer. 
He sank Into his seat, covered his faca 
with his hands, and wept. 


Judge Colt advised the jurors to havo 


nothing whatever to say to representa- 
tives of the press as to what transpired 
in the Jury room. They were'at liberty 
to do so if they wished, but the court 
considered that it would be most inju- 
dicial. He thanked them in befhall ol 
the United States for the service tHey 
had rendered and told them they wers 
at liberty. 


It is understood that a majority of the 


Jurors were for conviction without 
<pualincation, but three"" were for ac- 
quittal, and a compromise was effected 
at the last moment. Fourteen ballets 
were taken, and it is said «*,* the 13th 
ballot stood 9 to 3 in favor of ooaviction 
with capital punishment. 


The tragedy for which Bram i« oaee 


asrain convicted was part of one of the 
most terrible ever" committed on the 
high seas. Captain Nash, his wife and 
Second Mate Bomberg were the victims. 
It was for the murder of the first named 
that the indictment was drawn. After 
his first conviction Bram's counsel, on 
appeals and points -of law, carried the 
case to the full bench of the supreme 
court of the United States and secured a 
new trial. The date of Bram's execu- 
tldn had been set for June, 1897, but th« 
sentence was invalid, owing to the ap- 
peal being yet undecided. The second 
trial commenced March 14 and haf con- 
tinued for mor;e than five weeks, or twice 
as long as the former one. Consider- 
able difficulty was experienced In select- 
ing a Jury, owing to the extent to which 
the report of the previous trial had been 
read, and nearly 200 talesmen were ex- 
amined before a complete panel was se- 
cured. The only direct evidence in the 
case was that given by Charles Brown, 
the sailor who was before the grand jury 
at the time Bram was indicted and waa 
discharged. 
Ha testified that while 


standing at 
the wheel and looking 


through the chart room window he saw 


, Bram strike the captain with some 


weapon resembling an axe. Counsel for 
the~defense apparently considered th« 
evidence of this man the most seriou*. 
and ma.de every effort to overthrow It. 
The case was fought inch by inch from 
beginning to end, and many narrow 
points of law were raised and sharply 
argued as piece by piece the curcum- 
stantial evidence was ottered. Counsel 
on both Bides occupied a full day each 
with the closing argument, an« the 
charge by the court eonsumed 50 min- 
utes.

The quaint old town of Concord, near 


Boston, is not only famous historically, 
but also abounds with reminiscences of 
a time not long since when Hawthorne, 
Emerson, Thoreau and the Alcotts to- 
gether walked her streets, sought her 
woods and glided about her river, 
friends in heart and mind. The people 
are called river worshipers, and with 
reason. Their Concord river, with its 
hemlock hung banks, is a serene joy 
In summer and an exhilarating delight 
in winter. Yes, boating and skating 
are the principal pursuits. 


These are facilitated because many 


of the houses have gardens sloping to 
the river—a river so gentle that, as 
the chronicler hath it, "the only bridge 
ever carried away within the limits of 
the town was driven up stream by the 
wind." 


This dear, classic Concord is 20 miles 


f^Mm Boston and within seven miles of 
that good old Lexington. 
We who 


have properly conned our United States 
history take much pride in Concord 
and Lexington and hold that the names 
are synonymous with patriotic glory.

Concord's Indian name was "Muske- 


taquid." One authority says this means 
"grass ground;" another, "grass grown 
river." And here to Musketaquid came 
the first inland settlement of the Mas- 
sachusetts colony in 1635 after having 
taken the precaution to purchase the 
lajid from the Indians. Land could be 
had cheap in those clays! 
Then the 


place was called Concord because all 
was harmony.

But history retnorse- 
lesa'iy states that there came a time, 
not 20 years afterward, when Concord 
became a military post, her aim being 
the pursuit and punishment of these 
selfsame Indians, that their depreda- 
tions upon the neighboring villages 
might be avenged. 


As the years went on Concord made 


history for herself. She figured promi- 
nently in the Indian wars, notably 
King Philip's; sent a company of men 
to Boston to help overthrow Andros 
and contributed many men to the 
French and Indian war. 


Moreover, as early as 1767 she was 


evincing hostility to the British gov- 
ernment, and in 1774 she held that con- 
vention in which it was resolved to 
separate from England and assemble a 
provincial congress.

For generations this Old' Manse was 


the home of ministers or the descend- 
ants of ministers, all belonging to the 
Emerson family. Then Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne occupied it after his marriage 
to Sophia Peabody in 1843. Here he 
lived his reserved life, at home only in 
the woods and on the Assabet, of which 
he writes, "A more lovely stream than 
this for a mile above its junction with 
the Concord has never flowed on earth." 
He also writes of his "wild, free life on 
the Assabet, indulging fantastic specu- 
lations beside our fire of fallen boughs 
with Ellery Channing or talking with 
Thoreau about pine trees and Indian 
relics in his hermitage at Walden." 


No need is there to inquire where 


were written those "Mosses From an 
Old Manse." 
But I will say they had

Concord has commemorated Its vic- 


tory by two monuments. One, of plain 
granite, stands on the spot where the 
British fought and gives a brief ac- 
count of the engagement thus: 


Here 
On the 19th of April, 1775, 
Was made the first forcible resistance to 
British aggression. 
On the opposite bank stood the American 
militia. 
Here stood the invading army. 
And on this spot the first of the enemy fell 
In the War of the Revolution, 
Which gave Independence to these United 
States. 
In gratitude to God, and in the love of 
Freedom, 
This Monument was erected 


A. D. 1836- 


The other monument stands on the 


side where the Americans fought. It is 
a bronze statue of the minuteman. 
The figure is that of a handsome young 
man of heroic size. He wears a three 
cornered hat, his shirt sleeves are roll- 
ed up, a powderhorn is slung over his 
left shoulder, his right hand graspB an 
old flintlock musket, while the left still 
holds the handle of the old fashioned 
plow, over which hangs his coat. Here 
is the young farmer peacefully plow- 
Ing, yet in readiness for the first alarm. 


Mr. D. C. French, a sculptor of Con- 


cord, designed this statue. On its gran- 
ite base are inscribed these lines of 
Emerson: 
By the rude bridge that arched the flood 
Their flag to April's breeze unfurled. 
Here once the embattled farmers stood 
And ftred the shot heard round the world. 
In the words of that chronicler of 


Concord, Mr. W. B. Bartlett, "It is not 
every town that can furnish the oc- 
casion, the sculptor and the poet." 


iNear by is the grave of the unknown 


British soldiers. It is marked by two 
stones and inclosed with posts and 
chains, while over the narrow area tow- 
er two pines. As James Russell Lowell 
expressed it: 


These men were brave enough and true 
To the hired soldier's bulldog creed. 
What brought them here they never knew. 
They fought as suits the Englisn breed. 


They came three thousand miles and died 
To keep the past upon.its throne. 
Unheard, beyond the ocean tide. 
Their English mother made her moan. 
Some of the old houses of Concord 


look almost as they did when "the flow- 
er of the British troops" came down the 
road. That, historically, is- the 'most 
interesting in the United States. For 
one, the Wright tavern still dispenses 
hospitality. 
Near by are the old yel- 


low block, dating back to 1750; the row 
of buildings that served as storehouses 
for the provincials; the house of Mr. 
Barrett, part of which was a block- 
house in King Philip's war; the old jail 
in which the British prisoners were 
confined; the Alcott house, dating back 
to 1740, and the Wheeler house, built 
in 1700 and still in possession of the 
same family. 


A few rods above the South bridge is 


the house that was the abode of Cap- 
tain Joseph Hosmer. It was Mrs. Hos-

ed to Concord from Lenox and bought 
Mr." Alcott's place, The Hillside, situated 
on the Lexington road about a mile out 
of town. 
It consisted of 20 acres of 


farm and wood land and a small wood- 
en house, whose low ceiling and heavy 
beams attested its antiquity. 
To the 


house Hawthorne made several addi- 
tions and then gave the place a name 
of his own, The Wayside. 


Although the place was by the way- 


side, Mr. Bartlett says Hawthorne must 
have intended a symbolism in giving 
it its name, as in a letter to a friend 
he writes: 


"Was there' ever such a weary delay 


in obtaining the slightest recognition 
from the public as in my case? I sat 
down by the wayside of life, like a man 
under enchantment, and a shrubbery 
sprang up around me. and the bushes 
grew to be saplings, and the saplings 
became trees, until no exit appeared 
possible through the entangling depths 
of my obscurity." 


It has been aptly said tljat the place 


Is like Hawthorne, as it Is unobtrusive, 
retiring "and provided with mysteri- 
ous, sheltered retreats;" further, that 
though the rambling house has a plain, 
domestic air, with its climbing wood- 
bine and roses, still the dark pines on 
the lawn and the evergreen trees on the 
hill introduce "a shadowy presence like 
that of serious thoughts or a musing; 
mind." 


Hawthorne looked out from his win- 


dows upon fertile meadows and low, 
wooded hills. The crest of the ridge at 
the back of .the house was called by 
Mrs. Hawthorne his Mount of Vision. 
Here he used to pace among the tan- 
gled growth dreaming written and un- 
written books, and here the Irregular

When the Alcotts owned The Way- 


bide, they called it The Hillside. From

public schools of Concord, successfully 
cultivating the few acres about his 
Iiouse, instructing, philosophizing nnd 
holding his famous "conversations" 
upon divinity, human nature, dietetics 
and a wide range of practical questions.

The Wayside passed into the hands 


of Hawthorne's son-in-law, George Par- 
sons Lathrop, in 1879. In 18S3 he sold 
it to Daniel Lathrop, the Boston pub- 
lisher, who uses it as his summer resi- 
dence. He has not altered the grounds, 
but has kept them in perfect order. Ev- 
ery relic of Hawthorne is carefully pre- 
served, even to the inkstand that he 
used in writing the "Marble Faun."

EIGHT-HOUR ORDINANCE, 


Mayor Cidy Makes Investigations in 


Other Cities. 


SlnoeitWMproposed to pass an ordi- 


nance making eight hours constitute a 
day's labor on the part of all laborers and 
mechanics employed by the city, Mayor 
Cady hu been looking the matter up in 
order to ascertain what are the rights of 
labor and the duty of the city in thi» con- 
nection. He first consulted tha statutes 
and found that section 7 of chapter 508, 
acts of 1894, reads as follows: 


"Nina hours shall constitute a day's 


work for all laborers, workmen and me- 
chanics now employed or who nuy bo 
employed by or on behalf of the common- 
wealth or any county, city or town 
therein." 


Mayor Cady then decided to post hiin- 


aolf on the practice of other cities and 
sent inquiries to the mayors of all tha 
cities in Massachusetts. Ha has reoei ved 
replies from every one and they show 
tbat in no other city in the stats do the 
laborers and mechanics employed by the 
city work more than nine hours a day, 
with the solitary exception of Taunton, 
whose workmen are employed by the 
hour and who work 10 hours a day in 
summer and nine in winter. In every 
other city nine hours constitutes a day's 
labor on all public work, as the law 
clearly prescribes. 


Mayor C.'dy having thus found that the 


law on this point is explicit and that it is 
accepted wi.hout question by the cities of 
the commonwealth, considers it a duty as 
well as a pleasure to place North Adams 
in line with her sister oitiei and the law 
will go into effect bore next Monday 
morning. He does not feel that it in the 
city's business to attempt to regulate by 
ordinance what is already regulated by 
statute, and the movement in favor of an 
eight-hour day will probably not be farmer 
pressed. If it is, the effort will hardly 
succeed. The mayor feels tbj,t his posi- 
tion in introducing the nine-hour day is 
warranted by law and the precedent es- 
tablished by all the cities of the state, and 
believes that in conforming to the law in 
this matter he will have the endorsement 
of all classes.
